IN  the  fall  of  1918,  one  hundred  and  four  of  us  constituted  the  class  of  1922.  It 
was  as  much  fun  to  some  as  it  was  terror  to  others  when,  on  our  first  Saturday 
night  here,  we  were  marched  in  "prep  parade"  formation  to  the  town  square 
where  Andover  witnessed  one  of  its  great  annual  events. 

Rigorous  military  training  under  Lieut.  R.  E.  Wyatt  of  the  Canadian 
Expeditionary  Forces  was  resumed,  but  the  rigidity  of  the  work  was  somewhat 
relieved  after  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  on  November  11th.  From  that  time  on 
a  keener  interest  in  athletic  and  social  activities  was  evident.  The  musical  clubs, 
the  school  publications,  and  all  organizations  were  continued  as  formerly.  The 
Soccer  Team  under  Captain  Fletcher,  though  seriously  handicapped  by  a  lack  of 
material,  had  a  successful  season.  Dr.  Page,  Mr.  Benton,  and  Mr.  Tower  coached 
the  Football  Team  through  a  remarkable  preliminary  season,  but  in  spite  of  this 
and  the  fine  leadership  of  "Bud"  Adams,  our  New  Hampshire  rivals  defeated  us 
on  Brothers  Field  by  a  score  of  26  7.  We  are  proud  to  say  that  "Ed"  Wolfe  of 
our  class  was  captain  of  the  second  team. 

After  the  Christmas  holidays,  military  training  was  discontinued  altogether 
and  winter  activities  went  on  as  under  normal  routine.  The  Wrestling  Team  under 
Captain  Scott  won  every  meet,  while  the  Swimming  and  Basketball  Teams  ter- 
minated the  season  with  few  defeats.  The  Hockey  Team,  led  by  "Bud"  Adams, 
in  an  extra  period  game  held  Exeter  to  a  one  to  one  tie.  Although  the  Relay  Team 
worked  diligently  with  our  new  coach,  Mr.  Ray  A.  Shepard,  whom  the  school  had 
been  fortunate  enough  to  secure,  Exeter's  winning  streak  seemed  to  prevail  and 
we  lost  in  the  B.  A.  A.  meet. 

The  Peabody  House  dances,  including  one  with  Rogers  Hall,  which  were  held 
from  time  to  time  were  successes.  On  February  21st  came  the  long-planned-for 
Junior  Prom  which  was  claimed  by  all  who  attended  to  be  the  best  in  years. 

The  Prospects  for  two  victories  in  the  spring  term  seemed  bright.  Mr.  Fred- 
erick J.  Daly,  who  had  returned  from  the  war  in  the  last  part  of  the  winter  term, 
coached  the  Baseball  Team,  while  Mr.  Shepard  worked  equally  as  hard  with  the 
Track  men.  However,  Andover  seemed  doomed  to  defeat  that  year,  for  both  the 
Baseball  game  and  Track  meet  were  lost  to  Exeter  by  scores  of  11-4  and  72  1-3  - 
35  2-3  respectively. 

Though  we  had  come  to  the  end  of  our  first  year  —  one  of  both  disappoint- 
ment and  happiness  —  we  looked  forward  to  one  more  happy  and  the  ultimate 
satisfaction  of  being  old  men.

WE  returned  to  school  in  the  fall  of  1919,  as  underclassmen,  it  is  true,  but 
with  the  confident  air  of  "old  men"  showing  in  our  every  movement. 
Many  of  our  original  number  were  missing  but  a  goodly  allotment  of 
preps  swelled  our  total  to  that  of  a  normal-sized  class. 

Interest  was  immediately  centered  on  football.  Although  the  preliminary 
season  was  none  too  successful,  with  only  three  victories,  nevertheless,  Coach  Daly 
whipped  the  team  into  a  splendid  fighting  machine  for  the  Exeter  game  and  on 
the  nineteenth  of  November,  they  won  a  memorable  victory,  19-0.  Our  class  was 
ably  represented  on  this  team  by  four  regulars  —  Daley,  Wolfe,  La  Tulippe,  and 
King.  Six  straight  years  of  defeat  were  broken  that  day,  and  the  celebration  which 
followed  in  the  evening  was  one  which  Andover,  both  the  school  and  the  town, 
will  long  remember. 

The  end  of  the  football  season  was  a  signal  for  winter  to  come,  and  it  did  so 
that  very  day.  From  then  on  the  hill  seemed  to  be  located  in  the  Arctic  regions, 
with  record-breaking  snowfalls,  extremely  low  temperatures,  and  even  the  north- 
ern lights  themselves  accentuating  that  belief.  The  Hockey  game  and  the  Relay 
race  were  lost  to  Exeter,  but  the  Swimming  and  Basketball  Teams,  meeting  our 
ancient  rival  for  the  first  time,  won  two  simultaneous  victories,  33-20  and  32-27 
respectively.  Cole  represented  1922  in  Hockey,  Rogers  in  Relay  and  Riley  in 
Basketball.  The  winter  was  devoid  of  social  functions  except  for  the  annual  trips 
of  the  Musical  Clubs  to  Rogers  Hall  and  Bradford. 

Spring  came  on  with  more  than  the  usual  amount  of  rainfall.  It  rained  at 
least  every  other  day.  And  thus  it  happened  that  of  the  three  festive  days  of  the 
last  term  —  Exeter  Baseball,  Exeter  Track,  and  Commencement  —  the  last  two 
mentioned  were  especially  dampened. 

The  Baseball  Team  had  an  excellent  preliminary  season  and  it  was  freely 
predicted  that  we  would  come  out  victorious  in  the  Exeter  games.  All  of  Andover's 
hopes  were  doomed  to  disappointment,  however,  *for  we  lost  8-5.  The  class  of 
1922  was  represented  by  Weed,  LaTulippe,  and  King. 

The  Track  season,  starting  with  only  four  letter  men,  completed  a  creditable 
season,  for  although  the  final  meet  was  lost  to  Exeter,  it  was,  nevertheless,  by  the 
close  score  of  583^  to  503^.  On  this  team  from  the  class  of  1922  were  R.  G.  Allen, 
Reiner,  Avery,  Lewis,  Screven,  and  Wolfe. 

And  so  the  year  closed  and  1922  moved  up  to  the  position  of  Upper  Middlers. 
Within  that  year  it  had  supplied  many  worthy  men  to  the  Academy's  under- 
graduate institutions  and  had  shown  considerable  promise  of  adapting  itself  to 
the  position  of  Upper  Classmen.

THE  Upper  Middle  Class  returned  to  Andover  in  the  fall  of  1920,  with  a  very 
cheerful  outlook  on  the  year  as  a  whole. 

Football  prospects  looked  unusually  bright  this  year.  Leo  Daley,  "Tip" 
La  Tulippe  and  Ed  Wolfe  were  back  as  veterans  of  last  year's  winning  team  from 
the  Upper  Middle  Class.  In  addition  to  these,  the  class  was  represented  by  Allen, 
Gray,  Kern  and  Wienecke.  To  make  a  long  story  short,  after  a  successful  pre- 
liminary season  for  both  schools,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Exeter  was  the  news- 
paper favorite,  we  defeated  them  by  the  narrow  margin  of  6-3. 

The  Soccer  season  was  good,  except  for  the  hotly  contested  Worcester  game, 
in  which  we  were  beaten.  From  our  class,  Creevey,  Paget,  Tsai,  and  Turner 
were  on  the  team. 

When  we  returned  from  vacation,  winter  activities  began  with  a  vengeance. 
We  won  in  Hockey  from  Exeter,  Cole,  Cutler,  Deignan,  Sayles  and  Walker 
representing  1922,  but  in  Swimming  and  Basketball,  Exeter  triumphed.  From 
the  Upper  Middle  Class  Ferguson  and  Beck  were  members  of  the  Swimming  Team, 
with  Riley  (Capt.),  Allen,  Munger,  Sayles  and  Watson  in  Basketball.  In  Wrest- 
ling, we  were  all-triumphant,  the  class  honor  being  upheld  by  Spencer,  Stone, 
Deignan  and  Gray.  The  Track  Team  won  the  Harvard  Interscholastics,  but  the 
B.  A.  A.  Relay  Team  was  defeated  by  Exeter. 

In  the  spring  term,  Track  prospects  looked  very  rosy  for  Andover,  but  an 
entirely  new  problem  confronted  the  Baseball  Team.  None  of  last  year's  veterans 
had  returned,  and  Coach  Daly  had  to  whip  into  condition  a  new  team  of  all  non- 
varsity  men.  To  the  great  surprise  of  all,  the  Track  Team  was  beaten  by  a  narrow 
margin,  while  the  Baseball  Team  in  a  close  and  hard  fought  game  won  from  Exeter 
by  the  score  of  3—1.  The  Tennis  Team  was  also  victorious,  giving  Andover  the 
total  championship  in  Athletics,  over  Exeter  for  the  year. 

In  the  extra-curriculum  activities,  this  year  was  an  eventful  one.  The  Mirror, 
in  its  enlarged  form  far  surpassed  the  previous  years,  under  first  Ludlam,  and  then 
Robbins,  as  editors-in-chief.  The  Phillipian  was  successfully  piloted  by  Willard, 
and  the  Pot  Pourri  by  Hammond. 

The  Rifle  Club  was  revived,  and  a  good  team  formed,  while  the  Dramatic 
Club  presented  four  excellent  plays,  under  the  competent  guidance  of  Mr.  Stearns. 

Taken  all-in-all,  the  year  1920-21  was  one  of  the  most  successful  years  that 
Andover  has  ever  had.   May  she  have  many  more  like  it!

This  victory  was  closely 
followed  by  another,  Captain  Cole's  Hockey  Team  defeating  Exeter  3  to  0  in  a 
close  game  in  which  1922  was  represented  by  Captain  Cole,  Manager  Rose,  Deig- 
nan, Sayles,  Cottle,  Wattles,  and  Sanford.  In  Basketball  if  prospects  and  material 
were  symbolic  of  an  Exeter  victory  then  that  victory  was  ours.  But  fickle  fate 
betrayed  us  and  we  tasted  defeat,  Exeter  27,  Andover  24.  Captain  Riley,  Manager 
Goodwill,  Lackey,  Sayles,  Wilmot,  Smith,  and  Dan  Allen  were  1922's  quota.  In 
Swimming  we  had  an  unfortunate  season  ending  in  a  one-sided  victory  for  Exeter. 

Thus  stands  our  athletic  record  to  date.  When  this  book  goes  to  press,  the 
Track,  Tennis,  and  Baseball  Teams  will  be  hard  at  work  preparing  for  the  Exeter 
contests  to  come.  Seniors  are  boundless  on  these  teams  and  whatever  the  out- 
come, we  are  assured  that  they  will  give  their  best  for  Andover  and  1922. 

Thus  far  it  sounds  as  if  our  class  has  been  of  a  distinct  athletic  nature,  but 
how  misleading  has  been  my  writing.  The  Phillipian,  so  successfully  managed 
by  George  Atwood,  has  been  exceptional  in  interest  and  efficiency,  while  the 
Mirror  has  pursued  an  improved  course  under  W.  B.  Booth.  Riley  and  Treadway 
reign  supreme  on  the  Pot  Pourri  board.  Of  no  less  interest  have  been  the  Dra- 
matic Club,  Musical  Clubs,  and  Senior  Prom,  the  successes  of  which  were  largely 
due  to  Seniors. 

Now  comes  the  dreaded  thought  that  the  end  is  near,  and  it  is  with  a  pang 
that  we  prepare  to  sever  bonds  and  connections  formed  by  years  of  close  relation- 
ship. For  four  years  we  have  striven  through  victories  and  defeats,  successes  and 
disappointments,  and  now  the  time  has  come  when  our  work  as  an  active  class  is 
finished.   Have  we  been  a  success?  —  posterity  alone  can  judge.

THE  unusual  success,  both  musical  and  social,  which  has  attended  the  activ- 
ities of  the  combined  Musical  Clubs  this  year  is  due  to  the  remarkable 
amount  of  talent  and  enthusiasm  displayed  by  the  members  throughout 
the  entire  season,  as  well  as  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  Mr.  Pfatteicher  and  Mr. 
Handley  in  developing  and  directing  that  talent.

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The  Spring  term  was  started  well  by  a  concert  at  Bradford  Academy  on  April 
eighth,  followed  by  dancing.  The  Andover  Jazz  Band  furnished  the  music,  and 
Verigan's  recitations  again  added  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  occasion.

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IN  an  age  of  highly  complicated  systems  of  life  and  thought,  marred  often  by 
criticisms  of  the  inconstancy  and  superficiality  of  youth,  the  Society  of 
Inquiry  stands  out  like  a  beacon  fire  to  vindicate  the  real  genuineness  and 
earnest  purpose  of  this  generation  of  Andover  students.  Owing  its  existence  to 
the  steadily  recurring  demand  on  the  part  of  students  for  an  organization  through 
which  they  may  express  their  desire  for  Christian  service  and  Christian  standards 
of  life,  it  offers  unlimited  possibilities  for  the  upbuilding  and  maintaining  of  a 
splendid  type  of  morale  and  virile  religious  influence  throughout  the  school.  With 
a  realization  of  their  high  calling,  the  members  of  the  Cabinet  have  this  year  con- 
sistently endeavored  to  broaden  the  scope  of  the  Society's  appeal  to  agree  with 
the  rapid  changes  in  popular  attitude  toward  religion.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the 
officers  to  combat  the  breaking  of  religious  affiliations  formed  at  home  by  repeated 
direct  appeals  to  individuals  to  continue  to  live  their  Christian  ideals  and  instincts 
for  service  through  the  medium  of  Inquiry. 

This  aim  has  been  definitely  accomplished  in  the  cases  of  many  individuals, 
and  even  where  entire  success  has  not  been  attained,  the  steadying  influence  of 
an  organization  devoted  whole-heartedly  to  the  standards  of  Christ  has  had  its 
unseen  effect  on  the  character  of  every  member  of  the  student  body. 

Andover  was  represented  by  one  of  the  best  delegations  at  the  Silver  Bay 
Conference  last  June  that  it  has  ever  sent,  and  plans  are  under  way  for  the  assem- 
bling of  an  equally  representative  delegation  to  this  year's  Conference,  which  is 
to  be  held  at  Blairstown,  N.  J.  The  fall  term  began  with  a  very  successful  recep- 
tion in  the  gymnasium,  at  which  nearly  the  entire  student  body  attended,  and  the 
program  of  meetings  during  the  fall  months  was  marked  by  universal  interest  and 
enthusiasm.  During  the  winter  term  about  one  hundred  seventy  students  enrolled 
in  the  Bible  and  Discussion  Groups  led  by  members  of  the  Faculty  and  by  student 
leaders,  and  an  enthusiastic  response  characterized  these  gatherings  for  the  most 
part. 

In  the  spring  term,  an  effort  is  being  made  to  bring  Inquiry  more  directly 
to  bear  in  the  life  of  the  individual  by  a  policy  of  open  meetings  for  student  dis- 
cussion of  the  more  intimate  and  vital  problems  of  a  Christian's  everyday  life,  and 
at  the  date  of  writing  this  movement  is  well  started  on  the  road  to  success.  All 
indications  point  to  greater  achievements  in  the  future.

IT  is  with  a  feeling  of  conscious  satisfaction  and  pleasure  that  one  reviews  the 
progress  of  our  school  publications  during  the  past  year;  for  never  before, 
perhaps,  has  the  advancement  been  so  marked.

IN  writing  the  Athletic  History  of  the  class  of  1922,  I  cannot  help  but  feel  that 
the  lot  of  our  class  has  been  a  singularly  fortunate  one.    We  have  tasted 
victory  in  its  sweetest  form,  and  the  bitter  pang  of  defeat  has  been  no  stranger 
to  us.    Yet,  through  our  four  years,  we  have  seen  Andover  teams  at  their  finest, 
and  whether  in  victory  or  defeat,  we  have  witnessed  always  that  great  something 
known  as  "Andover  Spirit." 

(1918-19) 

During  our  "prep"  year,  athletics  were  laboring  under  unfortunate  conditions, 
and  it  is  no  wonder  that  our  teams  suffered.  Football  we  lost  to  Exeter  27-7,  in  a 
hard-fought  game.  During  the  winter,  athletic  progress  gained  momentum,  and 
Captain  Adams'  Hockey  Team  tied  Exeter  1-1.  Swimming  Team  had  a  fair  sea- 
son, marked  by  the  plunging  of  "Fat"  Anderson  and  the  swimming  of  Captain 
Marshall.  Basketball  was  renewed  as  an  active  sport  and  the  team  was  excep- 
tional. 

Relay  we  lost  to  Exeter. 

After  passing  a  good  preliminary  season,  the  Baseball  Team  under  Captain 
Eddy  was  defeated  by  Exeter  11-4. 

Although  the  Track  Team  was  defeated  by  Exeter,  this  loss  was  atoned  for 
by  the  procuring  of  Mr.  Shepard  as  coach  for  this  declining  sport. 

(1919-20) 

In  the  fall  of  1919,  the  long  road  of  defeat  found  its  turning,  and  thanks  to 
Fred  Daly  and  Captain  Adams,  Exeter  was  defeated  19-0.  Wolfe,  Daley  and 
La  Tulippe  represented  1922. 

During  the  winter  a  new  source  of  interest  was  opened  which  fostered  our 
enthusiasm  to  highest  pitch.  For  the  first  time  in  history  we  met  Exeter  in  basket- 
ball and  swimming.  Swimming  we  won  32-20  in  Exeter  pool.  1922  was  repre- 
sented by  Ferguson. 

In  basketball  we  again  showed  our  superiority  to  Exeter  by  forcing  those 
worthy  foemen  to  a  31-27  defeat.    1922  was  well  represented  by  Bill  Riley. 

Defeats  came  in  hockey  and  relay,  the  former  Exeter  4,  Andover  2,  and  the 
latter  we  lost  by  quite  a  margin.  Hoddy  Cole  represented  us  in  hockey,  and  John 
Rogers  in  relay. 

In  track  our  preliminary  season  was  honored  by  great  success.  Time  and  again 
we  left  the  field  as  victors.  But  alas!  our  success  was  turned  at  the  Interscholas- 
tics  by  Exeter,  and  a  week  later  that  same  foe  defeated  us  58^-50^.  We  were 
represented  by  Avery,  Lewis,  Cutler,  Wright,  and  Allen. 

Baseball  was  a  bitter  repetition  of  track.  We  were  favored  to  win,  but,  as 
the  case  so  often  is,  the  under  dog  came  through,  and  Exeter  won  8-5. 
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(1920-21) 

As  Upper  Middlers  we  returned  to  school  this  fall  with  the  athletic  outlook 
very  bright.  Football  prospects  under  "Willie"  Wingate,  were  exceptionally 
rosy,  and  so  when  we  whipped  Exeter  6-3,  we  were  not  surprised  but  joyous  beyond 
bounds.   1922  was  well  represented  by  Don  Gray,  Wienecke,  Daley,  and  Dan  Allen. 

The  Hockey  Team  passed  through  a  fair  preliminary  season,  successfully 
terminated  by  a  4-0  victory  over  Exeter.  Cole,  Diegnan,  Sayles,  and  B.  C.  Cutler 
represented  1922. 

The  Swimming  and  Basketball  Teams  both  had  excellent  preliminary  seasons, 
but  were  both  defeated  by  Exeter  on  the  same  day.  The  former  lost  by  a  score 
of  31-22,  the  latter  47-43.  In  swimming  we  were  represented  by  Ferguson  and 
Beck,  and  in  basketball  by  Captain  Riley,  Dan  Allen,  Jack  Watson,  Sayles  and 
Munger. 

The  Wrestling  Team  under  Captain  Capra  gained  in  popularity  and  efficiency 
and  passed  through  a  very  successful  season.  Deignan  and  Spencer  were  on  the 
team  from  1922. 

In  Relay  we  again  lost  to  Exeter  by  a  very  narrow  margin.  Bob  Allen  repre- 
sented our  class. 

Thus  the  winter  closed  with  the  balance  swinging  in  Exeter's  favor,  leaving 
on  Andover  Hill  a  grim  determination  which  soon  became  manifest. 

The  Track  Team  showed  its  championship  calibre  in  the  preliminary  meets 
of  the  year.  It  won  every  meet  including  the  Harvard  Interscholastics,  until  it 
came  against  Exeter  on  June  nine.  Here  we  were  forced  to  swallow  bitter  defeat, 
Exeter  59J4,  Andover  48%.  Captain  Allen,  Lewis,  Avery,  Ben  Cutler,  Cole, 
and  Wienecke  were  from  our  class. 

The  Tennis  Team  defeated  Exeter,  Watson,  White,  and  Gordon  being  '22's 
quota. 

In  baseball  revenge  was  ours  and  it  was  sweet.  Time  and  again  Fred  Daly's 
"kid"  team  bowed  to  defeat  in  preliminary  games,  yet  during  this  period  it  was 
imbued  with  a  Spartan  spirit  which  finally  humbled  the  celebrated  Exonians  3-1. 
Sayles,  Walker,  Lackey,  and  Bill  Cushing  were  members  of  1922. 

(1921-22) 

We  returned  to  school  this  fall  filled  with  hopes  and  determination  to  change 
our  athletic  record  for  the  better. 

In  football,  prospects  and  material  were  excellent  ;  and  the  early  games  were 
very  encouraging.  Yet,  in  spite  of  all,  Exeter  defeated  us  on  a  muddy  field  34  3. 
Captain  Daley,  Wienecke,  Sayles,  Deignan,  Riley,  Smith  and  Manager  Cole 
were  seniors. 

The  Hockey  Team  had  a  championship  cast  from  the  very  start;  and  Exeter 
bowed  to  defeat,  3-0.  Captain  Cole,  Manager  Rose,  Sanford,  Diegnan,  Sayles, 
Cottle,  and  Wattles  were  1922's  quota. 
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In  swimming  we  were  very  unfortunate  in  having  a  surplus  of  raw  material, 
which  couldn't  be  developed  in  time  for  the  Exeter  meet.  Exeter's  victory  was 
very  one-sided,  46-7.  Captain  Ferguson,  Manager  Ives,  Beck,  Grover,  and  Wal- 
worth represented  1922. 

Basketball  proved  a  bitter  repetition  of  our  recent  defeats.  Material  and 
prospects  were  extraordinary,  yet  proved  of  no  avail,  when  Exeter  surprised  us 
with  superb  playing  and  defeated  us  27-24.  Captain  Riley,  Manager  Goodwill, 
Smith,  Wilmot,  Watson,  Dan  Allen,  and  Frank  Lackey  were  seniors. 

The  Relay  Team  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  won  from  Exeter  at  the 
B.  A.  A.  games  by  a  good  margin.    Captain  Allen,  Lewis,  and  Wood  were  seniors. 

The  Wrestling  Team  under  Captain  Capra  had  a  successful  season. 

Thus  stands  our  athletic  history  to  date.  Varied  and  well  balanced  it  has 
been.  The  Track,  Baseball,  and  Tennis  teams  are  now  well  under  way,  and  on  each 
there  are  seniors  determined  to  swing  the  balance  by  adding  three  more  Exeter 
victories  to  the  name  and  honor  of  old  P.  A.

[Enter  Dholla] 

Dholla:  Good-day,  sire,  I'd  have  thy  daughter's  hand! 

Khat:  Yea  verily,  Mustapha,  and  is  there  aught  of  import  thou  desirest? 

Page:  Sire,  the  Drizul  of  Dhaonpore. 

Khat:  What  woulds't  thou,  worthy  Drizul? 

Drizul:  I'd  have  thy  daughter's  hand,  O  King,  who  art  every  inch  a  ruler! 

Khat:  O  honored  sirs,  I  must  needs  wax  sick  at  heart  —  I  know  not  whom  to 
choose!  But  thou  O  Dhaonpore,  and  thou  Mustapha,  shalt  seek  thy  selves  to 
win  the  hand  of  Notsabad,  and  whosoever  she  shall  choose,  to  him  will  I  give 
her  willingly. 
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[Exit  Khat  Suitors  each  seize  a  hand  of  the  Princess,  and  both  propose  vehemently.] 

Ankul  (to  Dholla) :  Let  me  take  you  apart. 

Dholla:  I  cannot  be  taken  apart,  as  I  am  a  self-made  man. 

Ankul  (aside  to  Dholla) :  Meet  me  in  the  market-place  at  eight  ,  disguise 
thyself  as  a  Turkish  Trophy,  and  I  will  be  garbed  in  the  garbage  of  an  Egyptian 
Deity.   Thus  mayest  thou  know  me. 

[Exit  Dholla] 

Ankul  (aside  to  Drizul) :  Meet  me  in  the  market-place  at  eight,  conceal  thine 
identity  in  the  apparel  of  an  Egypt  ian  Deity.  I  will  be  clad  in  the  robes  of  a  Turkish 
Trophy.  Bring  thou  a  pair  of  Arabian  steeds,  and  we  will  flee  to  the  depths  of 
the  desert. 

(Curtain) 
SCENE  II 

The  market  place  at  eight  o'clock,  Drizul  at  left  with  a  pair  of  Shetland  ponies, 
he  dressed  as  an  Egyptian  Deity.  Dholla  enters,  clothed  in  the  apparel  of  a  Turk- 
ish Trophy.  They  meet,  and  for  a  moment,  each  holds  the  other  passionately  in 
his  embrace.   Then  summarily  mounting  their  charges,  they  speed  away  to  the  left. 

[Enter  Saiba] 

Saiba  :  How  all  occasions  do  inform  against  me, 

O  that  this  too,  too  solid  flesh  would  melt  — 
O  what  a  rogue  and  peasant  slave  am  I! 
Now  might  I  do  it  pat  —  to  be  or  not  to  be! 

[Enter  Ankul] 

Ankul:  Thou  art  not  dull,  sweet  Saiba 
Let  us  haste  away! 

[  They  start  out  at  left,  but  are  halted  by  Khat  and  soldiers.] 

Khat:  What  ho,  knave,  would'st  seize  mine  Ankul?  Who  art  thou  wretch 
who  durst  defy  my  command?    (To  soldiers.)    Put  him  in  irons. 

Saiba:  Not  so  fast,  thou  feline  ruler!  I  hight  Prince  Saiba,  son  of  the  Shierz 
of  Kheencutta,  and  my  mighty  parent  will,  so  to  say,  cut  this  outrage  out!  I  warn 
you  that  the  Shierz  is  a  sharp  enemy,  and  thou  had  best  yield  me  thy  daughter! 

Khat:  The  Shierz  thy  father  —  O  noble  youth,  thou  may'st  indeed  be  wel- 
come to  my  child.  Fain  would  I  yield  up  my  favorite  wife,  than  ever  cross  the 
Sheirz.   My  blessing,  son! 

Saiba:  A  Khat  may  look  at  a  king,  but  thou  may'st  behold  me  not  much 
longer. 

[Seizes  the  Princess,  leaps  into  his  royal  Rolls-Ford,  and  they  disappear  in  a 
cloud  of  dust,  as  Prince  Saiba  takes  his  bride,  and  proceeds  to  Necca.]

Ghost  (In  a  dark  brown  voice):  "Oh  that  my  mother  could  see  me  now."

Enter  four  town  girls  followed  by  Alexander  the  Great  on  crutches  with  his  toe  in  a 
sling,  wearing  one  of  Chase's  Specials.

The  curtain  falls  in  pieces  and  the  audience  is  carried  out  the  next  morning  by  the 
janitor  and  thrown  away.

Each 
day  they  received  training  in  the  gentle  arts  of  dancing,  vamping,  necking,  and 
divers  other  womanly  refinements. 

Now  it  came  to  pass  that  in  the  adjoining  state  of  Fi  Lip,  a  group  of  benevolent 
monks  were  wont  to  exercise  their  wards,  (who  exceeded  five  and  twenty  score, 
so  great  was  their  multitude)  in  ball-playing,  foot-racing  and  snaking.  These 
youths  waxed  strong  and  capable  and  were  known  the  world  over  for  their  divers 
exploits  in  bouts  of  physical  skill. 

So  all  went  well  in  the  two  happy  realms  until  one  fine  day,  certain  handsome 
striplings  from  the  abode  of  Fi  Lip,  and  a  like  number  of  comely  wenches  from  the 
Queen's  palace,  chanced  to  err  and  wander  through  divers  paths,  highways  and 
byways  until  at  last  each  band  perceived  a  hut  afar  off,  and  straightway  approached 
and  entered  it  .
